Hartnell each semester receive 
deficiency notices in one or more 
subjects, according to Dr. Duane 
Sandgren, dean of counseling serv- 
ices. : 

What are deficiency notes and 
how do they affect you? 

A deficiency notice (also called 
flunk slip) is the first written 
notice a student receives acquaint- 
ing him with the fact. that he is 
not making an acceptable grade 
in a course or that he is falling 
below the “C” average required 
by Hartnell College. 

These notices are sent out. at 
the end of the first. six .weeks of 
school and again at the end of 


are mailed to the ‘student at. his 
present place of residence. No 
notice is sent to the parent of 
the scholastically delinquent stu- 
cent the administration believes 

student is adult enough to take 
care of his own affairs. 

A copy’ 0 of every. deficiency no- 
tice is kept permanently -on file 
in the main office. 

Students receiving one’ ‘Of. these 
notices should immediately make 
an appointment with the instruc- 
tor issuing it. Also, a counsélor 
should be contacted to see if a 
“remedial program” can -bé. set 
up for the course in question.

Six Feet Under —— 
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Spread Toward October Completion 


To the keen observer, the new 
science building no longer looks 
like Hartnell’s version of.a Druid 
Temple. ‘Yes, it’s actually going 
to be a building. 


Construction ‘foreman | Louie 
Conte has estimated that the 
building will be finished by Oc- 
tober, if the weather holds. “Our 
recent rain and wind storm has 
help up progress about a week,”’ 
he said. “Carpenters and_brick- 
layers just don’t like to work in 
the rain, and the mud impedes 
the operation of machinery.” 


The bricklaying, now under 
way, is about three-quarters fin- 
ished. Walls of the planetarium 
will be entirely of brick, as will 
those of the auxiliary lecture 
hall. 


The planetarium will, when 
finished, be equipped ‘with a Spitz 
Projector, now under construc- 
tion at the San Francisco Acad- 
emy of Sciences. 


"When finished ‘the building 
will hold three lecture halls. The 


| largest two are in the auxiliary 


lecture building and will have 
seating cdpacities of about 122 
persons and 95 persons, respec- 
The third lecture hall, 
in the main building, will ac- 
commodate 65 students. Each lec- 
ture hall will be equipped with 
projection facilities so that movies 
and slides can be used to the 
greatest’ possible advantage. 


For the instructor’s convenience 
there will be sliding chalk boards; 
time wasted by constantly hav- 
ing to erase will be eliminated by 
simply pushing the dirty board 
aside. 

All rooms are designed for max- 
imum acoustical efficiency with 
a minimum of outside noise in- 
terference. This will be accom- 
plished by the use of hardwood 
paneling, slit resonators in the 
lecture rooms, and sound-absorb- 


ent tile ceilings. 

On the ground floor of this 
two-story construction, there will 
be four labs, 
preparation room.
